ment to the government of $499,- 
660,000. 

This is almost $60,000,000 more 
than was collected a year ago under 
the. higher rates and is $100,000,- 
000 more than Treasury officials 
estimated would be collected for 
this quarter. 

The collections assure a surplus 
at the close of this iiscal year, June 
30, which probably will be applied 
to the public debt. The unexpected 
increase in returns, despite the re- 
duced tax rates, was attributed 
yesterday by Acting Secretary Win- 
ston to the “‘unusual income and 
profits resulting last year from the 
period of prosperity.’’ 

The New York Federal Reserve 
district reported ghe largest col- 
lections of the twéfte districts with 
$160,802,331. The latest figures 
on collections by Districts, which 
do not take into account final tele- 
graphic reports, follow: 

Chicago, $90,104,966; Cleveland, 
$43,080,713; Philadelphia,

But the Texan in- 
sisted that he would give his col- 
leagues information which would 
compel them to take cognizance of 
his resolution calling for an in- 
vestigation. The commissioner is 
the ‘‘central figure in a ring which 
is robbing insane war veterans.’’ 

“TT have some evidence as to this 
man who has been here for 24 
long years,.’’ said Mr. Blanton, 
“‘and I hope the gentleman will per- 
mit me to place this information 
before my colleagues.”’ 

There are indications that the 
Senate District committee § will 
mark time awaiting further devel- 
opments in the House. Senators 
are closely following the case, but 
inasmuch as it was precipitated in 
the House they are reluctant to 
take action at this time. 

It is considered unlikely that the 
move to embarrass the commission- 
er by wtihholding provision for his 
salary from the District appropria- 
tions bill will reach definite action 
on the floor.

DIVIDED ON BOULEVARD 


A difference of opinion ‘aas de- 
veloped in conferences between of- 
ficials of the District, the National 
Capital park commission and the 
chief engineer’s office of the War 
Department over development of 


the water front in the Southwest 
section of the-city. 

District officials favor widening 
Water street, north of L street, to 
106 feet, the width south of that 
point, it was said yesterday in the 
District building. "The park com- 
mission wants to boulevard the 
whole of Water street as a connect- 
ng link between Potomac and Ana- 
costia parks and the drives leading 
thereto. District officials believe 
that if any of it is boulevarded 
it should be from the Southern 
railway to M street and not down 
to the War college. 

Still another plan comes from 
the chief engineer’s office. It is to 
construct a boulevard, with service 
streets on each side, parking and 
park benches, the whole to be 160 
feet wide. District officials oppose 
narrowing the Washington channel 
to the extent necessary to so widen 
Water street. 

These differences were canvassed 
at a conference Monday. The Dis- 
trict was notified yesterday that 
the chief engineer’s office has noi 
abandoned its plan and a second 
conference will be held in a few 
days.

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Vast Plateau May Fall 


Bellinzona, Switzerland, April 
1 (By A. P.).—Careful observa- 
tions kept by the Swiss topo- 
graphical bureau since 1888 
shows that the Motto d’Arbino, 
a mountain 5,550 feet high, near 
Bellinzona, in the Canton of 
Tessin, is moving. Reports show 
‘that the great plateau that forms 
the summit, covering an area of 
nearly 100,000 square feet, has 
become dangerously undermined. 

Nearly 40 years ago it was 
found that the summit was shift- 
ing horizontally at the rate of 
nearly an inch a year, a move-- 
ment that incresed until some 
months ago the rate had in- 
creased to four inches a year. 

The mountain sank at an aver- 
age of nearly 11% inches a year 
during the first 14 years of ob- 
servation, and there has becn a 
subsidence of more than _ six 
inches during the last 12 months.

English Eleventh Judge

Judge English, who was ap- 
pointed to the bench by President 
Wilson in 1918, is the eleventh Fed- 
eral judge and the fourteenth Fed- 
eral official to be impeached by the 
House. The last impeachment was 
that of Robert W. Archbald, an as- 
sociate judge .of the commerce 
court, who was convicted by the 
Senate in 1913.

Senate Expunges ltalian’s 
Telegram Denouncing Reed 


(By Associated Press.) 

A telegram containing a scathing 
denunciation of Senator Reed 
Missouri, was read 
into the Senate record yesterday, 
at the request of Senator Metcalf 
(Republican), Rhode Island, and 
was as promptly expunged, on 
motion of Senator Smoot (Repub- 
lican), Utah. 

The telegram, signed by Angello

istry, 

“What we have to do, if we can, 
is to exercise the demon of interna- 
tional suspicion,’ said Mr, Locker- 
Lampson, “Lord Cecil will cer- 
tainly go to Geneva prepared to| 
urge some definite scheme: of dis-' 
armament. We took the initiative) 
with the United States regarding 
naval disarmament because it is| 
wppropriate to do so. but in all) 
probability it will be more appro- 
priate for some. great military 
power at Geneva to take the initia- 
tive regarding military disarma- 
ment. 


First Step Taken Herc. 


“After all, the first definite step} 
has already been taken, because at | 
Washington a very important treaty 
was signeg between five powers 
imposing very definite limits on 
their navies. I think it is unfortu- 
nate that simliar instructions were 
not applied to submarines. Very 
careful consideration must be given 
as to how much further those prin- 
ciples can be carried. The govern- 
ment hopes they will be carried 
further and will do its best in this} 
direction.”’ 

Pointing out that the British 
navy, army and air force had been 
reduced, the secretary declared 
vulnerable trade routes must be 
protected and nothing must be done 
to endanger them, but the govern- 
ment was very anxious to cooper- 
ate in any general scheme for the 
limitation of armies and _ their 
forces. 

“IT can assure the house,” he 
said, “that the government will not 
be behind-handed in the interna-| 
tional efforts now taking place to 
secure the peace of the world.” : 

The British case at Geneva, he | 
added, would be in the capable} 
hands of Lord Cecil and he antici- 
pated that something substantial | 
would emerge from the sittings of | 
the preparatory disarmament com-| 
mission, which he terméd “one more | 
milestone on the long, difficult road | 
to universal peace.’ 


Treatment of Germany. 

Mr. Ponsonby's speech, to which | 
Mr. Locker-Lampson replied, was in 
effect a plea for reduction of arma- 
nents, He said that when Ger- 
many enters the League of Na- 
tions next September, the league 
must secure for her a position of 
equality with the other nations, | 
abolishing any distinction between | 
the former allies and their former 
enemies. 

This would mean that Germany 
must be allowed to arm herself to 
the same standard as the other pow- 
ers, Which he termed impossible, or 
that the members of the league 
should forthwith disarm to the same 
standard as Germany. 

After expressing regret that Great | 
Britain’s expenditure for armaments | 
showed an incease in money value 
us compared with 1914, Mr. Pon- 
sonby said he hoped that the words 
ascribed to American Ambassador | 
Houghton, that the disarmament | 
conference was poisoned  before-' 
hand and doomed to failure, might | 
prove inaccurate. 

He also deplored the traffic in 
arms, and said it was a pity that the 
surplus stocks of munitions of the 
western Christian powers should be 
used by the ‘‘peaceful Chinese,” who 
had been fighting for two years.

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4A FARM “SURPLUS.” 


Thus far in the discussion of the farm relief 
problem the existence of a ‘‘surplus’’ appears 
to be the vital point. How to dispose of the 
‘‘surplus” and keep it off the domestic markets 
to prevent depression in price, seems to occupy 
the attention of the farmer’s economic physi- 
cians. ; 

Now comes a Senator with a new bill. say- 
mez:

The Dickinson bill proposes to deal with 
the so-called ‘‘surplus” of any agricultural 
commodity. This bill, in effect, proposes 
to deal with any ‘‘unneeded”’ part of such 
commodity. It is seldom that we have a 
real surplus in any commodity. The dis- 
orderly way in which farm products are 
marketed frequently gives rise to the im- 
pression that a surplus exists. when in fact 
if does not exist. 


The Senator adds: 

[It is doubtful if we have ever had a sur- 
plus of farm products. It is a fact that all 
farm products are consumed sooner or 
later. The so-called ‘‘surplus crops’’ are 
usually nothing more nor less than that 
part of the production of any year which 
must be held in check until the demand 
therefor becomes immediate and euch a 
demand develops for it as to result in the 
offer of a reasonable price. 

This is an angle of the problem that has not 
been given sufficient attention thus far. Can 
there be a ‘“‘surplus”’ of farm products and 
steadily rising prices to the consumer? Would 
there be a surplus if all farm.commodities were 
properly and economically distributed and 
marketed to the consumers? Is not the real 
trouble a lack of orderly and economical dis- 
tribution? 

If marketing of farm products can be con- 
ducted through cooperative associations and 
the cost of distribution reduced, wil] not the 
farmers receive more and the consumer pay 
less, and the “surplus”’ largely disappear’ 

The very word “surplus” as applied to farm 
products and food indicates that something 
is wrong with the marketing machinery. 
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One of the signs of spring is less profanity 
when the alarm clock goes off. 
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ELECTING THE COUNCIL. 

The second annual election of the citizens 
advisory council is to be held tomorrow night. 
Members are to be chasen by the 90-odd dele- 
gates to the Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tions. Interest in the contest this year seems 
to be much more general than it was last year, 
and several of the candidates have been mak- 
ing an intensive canvass for election. The 
most gratifying feature of the campaign is 
that the aspirants for the council are not 
basing their candidacy upon personal popular- 
ity, but in nearly every instance are relying 
upon their pledges to serve the people of the 
District. Sectionalism appears to have been 
banished, and the good of the District as a 
whole seems to be the aim of all the candidates. 

The first year’s work of the advisory council 
has impressed Congress with the value and im- 
portance of such an organization. Both houses 
have recognized the council as an exceedingly 
useful institution in voicing the views of the 
people of the District. It can and -doubtless 
will become a body upon which Congress will 
rely in framing legislation affecting Washing- 
ion. Without representation in Congress the

This thing of resculng 
sinking ships is getting 
mon. Within the past 90 days 5 
2) calls hhuve sturted liners chas 
ing over the North Atlantic, trying 
to find the poor fellows who want to 
rescued, with resulting delays 
which must be exeeedingly annoy 
ing passengers Who are anxious 
to reach their destination. Skippers 
of these liners seem to have no re 
gard for the bank wceounts of the 
owners when it comes to responding 
to the signals of distress sent 
through the air by fellow sailors. 
The latest report of the reckless- 
ness of these deep-sea medal chas- 
ers shows that the desire to save 
lives regardless of time or expense 
is not confined to the mariners of 
any one nation. The Cunarder 
Mauretania caught the,S -O 35 
from the sinking freighter Laleham 
at the same time that the operator 
on the George Washington, of the 
United States lines, picked the sig- 
nal out of the air. These great sea 
hounds are supposed to make the 
possible time between 
on the east and west 
of the Atlantic, for 
time is money at sea, well as 
on land. But ignoring the Impa- 
‘tience of their passengers and the 
‘financial affairs of their owners, the 
skippers of the Mauretania and the 
George Washington changed their 
courses Without hesitation, and ar- 
dering ‘‘all speed «ahead’’ they 
steered for the signal—-and got 
there too late-— for another freight- 
er, the Shirvan, arrived ahead of 
the liners and had rescued the 28 
men on board the Laleham and had 
proceeded on her way to Falmouth, 
before they arrived on the scene. 
This rescuing business is getting 
to be a habit with Capt. Rostrom, of 
the Mauretania. It was he who 
commanded the Carpathia when 
that vessel picked up 700 of the 
passengers and crew of the Titanic, 
sunk in mid-ocean just fourteen 
years ago this month. Capt. Ros- 
trom received the Congressional 
medal for that little affair, and he 
ought to be content to let some oth- 
er sea dog get the glory for a rescue 
at sea. It appears that the mania 
for rescuing is epidemic.

He also has admitted killing a 
prison guard at Baltimore, Md., 
while escaping™ from 
tiarv there. A murder indictment 
for that killing is pending against 
him, and the Baltimore authorities 
strenuously sought his extradition.

Buffalo because of the 
double murder charge there. 

Whittemore left the court room 
shackled to two detectives. Buffalo 
authorities have stated that he will 
be brought to trial within 
weeks. 

District Attorney Banton, in 
waiving his claim to the prisoner, 
requested that the five indictments 
for first-degree robbery be filed with 
the warden of whatever prison 
Whittemore is taken to, so that in 
ease of acquittal on the murder 
charge he can again be brought 
here for trial.

Whittemore previously had plead- 
ed not guilty to these indictments, 
as had three members of his gang, 
Jacob’ and Leon Kramer and Mil- 
ton Goldberg. Whittemore’s wife 
also pleaded not guilty to robbery 
Charges. 

Another member of the gang, 
William Unkelbach, pleaded guilty

F -colds were cured, pneu- 

monia would be a rare dis- 
ease.”’ Dr. Bachrach tells us 
that the above aphorism has ap- 
peared in the Alleghany County 
Medical Bulletin. It was true when 
it first appeared and it is true :to- 
day. And here is another startling 
statement by Dr. Bachrach: 
‘“‘Among the unknown heroes of our 
day is the inventor of  galoshes. 
Wherever and whoever he may be, 
his should be a crown of glory. 
Fashion has decreed that they 
should be in vogue. They should 
certainly account for a lowered mor- 
tality rate from pneumonia, espe- 
cially in women and children. Even 
if the modernist woman in the 
month of February wear only 5 
pounds of clothing, if this include 
a pair of galoshes, she may still es- 
cape acute colds.’’ Enough said on 
the subject of galoshes. Let’s come 
back to colds. 

Dr. Bachrach said thatgin his ex- 
perience a history of neglected colds 
is always obtainable in cases of 
pneumonia. ‘In the cold stage, the 
recovery rate is about 100 per cent; 
in the pneumonia stage of the same 
infection it may be little better than 
50 per cent.” 


&& 


Dr. Bachrach considers that the 
cold which comes on a few days 
ahead of the pneumonia, and which 
is said to run into pneumonia, was 
merely pneumonia in its beginning. 
If the patient in that stage will rest 
in bed and take simple treatment, 
or no treatment, he will escape 
pneumonia. Dr. Bachrach says: 
‘‘Under the conditions of living it 
is difficult to prevent colds, but it 
is not difficult to cure them.”’

EW YORK, April 1 (By A. P.). 

Tex Rickard drew back the 
curtain from a good share of 
his prospective 1926 heavyweight 
drama today. He disclosed an elab- 
orate program bearing all the ear- 
marks of starring a heavyweight 
championship tilt between Jack 
Dempsey and Gene Tunney on Aug- 
ust 12, or September 3. 

The promoter revealed that he 
had closed negotiations for a 1926 
lease on the Yankee Stadium which 
he plans to open with a return 
light-heavyweight title match be- 
tween Paul Berlenbach and Jack 
Delaney on or about June 10. He 
said he also would operate his Jer- 
sey City arena, ‘‘Boyle’s Thirty 
Acres,” beginning about May 18. 

Both big arenas, Rickard said, 
would be ready for at least one big 
shot. While he refused to say 40 
flatly, he launched into a discussion 
of dates and possibilities which left 
his hearers convinced that he fig- 
ures on staging Dempsey’s return to 
the ring, with Tunney as his oppo- 


nent. 
/ contract to Rickard for 
this season, and it ia un- 
derstood the promoter has an 
agreement with Dempsey which 
will materialize into a formal 
affair after August 30, when 
the champion's contract with 
his erstwhile manager, Jack 
Kearns, expires.

Rickard expects to leave on an- 
other ‘‘secret mission’ to Chicago 
next week, but has promised an- 
other ‘‘big announcement” before 
His interviewers to- 
night interpreted this as meaning 
he may announce definitely he has 
clinched the Dempsey-Tunney 
match. His trip to Chicago is be- 
lieved to be concerned with estab- 
lishing « franchise for the National 
Hockey league there.

In addition: to the return Ber- 
lenbach-Delaney bout and the 
prospective Tunney - Dempsey 
match, he is understood to have

$1,000,000 Stadium 
Planned by Rickard 


New York, April 1 (By A. P.).-— 
Plans for a $1,000,000 conerete 
stadium, built along the lines of 
the Yale club and seating upwards 
of 100,000, were disclosed today by 
Tex Rickard.

5 ACCUSED OF THEFT

Men Charged With Robbing 
Lunchroom of Safe and 
Stealing $800. 


David C. Kerr, former American 
vice consul at Vancouver, British 
Columbia, who has aiso served in a 
consular capacity at Barcelona, 
Spain, and at Birmingham, Eng- 
land, was sentenced to serve one 
year in jail and fined $50 yesterday 
by Justice Jennings Bailey in crim- 
inal court, on a charge of accepting 
a bribe of $50 to facilitate the en- 
try into the United States of a 
Chinese in violation of the ex- 
clusion laws. There are four more 
such charges pending against him, 
but it js not likely they will be 
pressed in view of his plea of guilty 
to the charge on which he was sen- 
tenced. Kerr is alleged to have 
accepted the $50 on July 27, 1922, 
to admit Chin Jan Yen. 

Julius F. Beuchert, Harry 
Thomas, Charles I. Wheeler, Wal- 
ter W. Jordon and John H. Carnell, 
the latter a war veteran, were 
brought before Justice Stafford in 
criminal court on _ indictments 
charging housebreaking and grand 
larceny. The defendants are al- 
leged to have broken into the 
lunchroom of Anton Pappas, 511 
Ninth street northwest, on Febru- 
ary 5 last, loaded the safe into an 
automobile belonging to George A. 
Felder, which they had stolen, and 
to have taken the safe to Beu- 
chert’s home in Congress Heights, 
where they broke it open, took out 
$80.0 and set fire to a number of 
Greek bonds. They all pleaded 
guilty.

Beuchert will serve four years, 
Thomas will serve three years, 
Wheeler will serve five years, Jor- 
don will serve six years and Carnell 
will serve three years. Thomas 
became the husband of Carrie 
Wheeler at the District jail on 
March 30.

2 TREASURY ALARMS 
SOUNDED IN MINUTE 


Vault Door Tampered With. 
but No Clews Are Found 
by Guards. 


Pandemonium broke loose in the 
office of the captain of the watch 


of the Treasury Department shortly 
after 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
when the burglar alarm from the 
Treasury cash room and vault No. 2 
sounded less than a minute apart. 

At 3:25 the alarm rang from the 
vault, where millions of dollars in 
gold are stored.

Workers Demand $12 a Day. 


The demand of the. striking 
unionists for $12 a day instead of 
| their former daily wage of $10 is 
| being met in various ways by thea 
subcontractors. Some of the em- 
ployers have acceded to the de- 
'mands of the strikers, while an-« 
other group met and formed the 
Excavating Contractors association 
‘of the District of Columbia and 
| flatly refused to meet the increase 
|demanded. This latter group em- 
| ploys the majority of the 110 mem- 
| bers ot the union here. 
| Rufus J. Lusk, secretary of the 
Operative Building association, 
which is coopefating with the new 
organization in resisting demands 
of the workmen, said that nonunion 
labor would be employea as fast as 
it became available. 

“One-third of the shovels are 
working now,’’ Mr. Lusk said, ‘‘and 
we expect to have the remaining 
number of positions filled in ten 
days, either by return of the 
strikers or by nonunion men.”’

No Raise for Four Years. 


The contention of the workers is 
that they have not received a raise 
in wages in four years, and that 
$12 a day is the average pay in 
most cities. Spokesmen for the or- 
ganization asserted that. the raise 
was justiflable, and that they 
would not return until their de- 
mands had been met. 

A number of larg building op- 
erations are being affected by the 
‘strike. Among those are city pav- 
, ing p-ojects in all parts of the city, 
two grade schools, one at Fifth ana 
Sheridan streets northwest and the 
other at Thirteenth and Nicholson 
streets northwest. In addition, 
much residential excavation work 
is being delayed.

U.S. Employes 97 
Less Here on March 1 


There were 721 residents of the 
District employed by the Federal 
government during February and 
818 discharged, making a net re- 
duction of 97, the civil service com 
mission announced yesterday. Net 
‘reductions were made in the forces 
of the Treasury, War, Agriculture 
and Commerce departments, the 
Shipping Board, tariff commissiow. 
employes’ compensation commis 
sion, veterans’ bureau, general ac 
counting office, railroad adminis 
tration and War Finance Corpora- 
tion. 

The number of government em 
ployes in the District at the end of 
February was 61,199. At-the end 
of December, 1925, there were 
61,509.

Proposal of the Senate appropria- 
tions committee to add $500,004 
to the District budget for street 
improvements gratified the com- 
missioners yesterday.
